Nicaragua Canal' Impossible 


on Account of the Nu- 


merous Quicksands. 


DANGERFROM FLOODS 


The debate over the Isthmian canal 


end the comparative merits of tho 
Panama and Nlcaraguan routes, now 
.pending In congress, and 
attracting 


national attention, Is of special Inter 
-est to one Janesvllle gentleman be- 
cause he has visited that section of 
tho country, surveyed as a civil en- 
glneer. Is familiar with the natural 
conditions and Is able to judge be- 
tween the two routes, because of his 
personal observation. 
The Panama company had just com 


anenced the construction, of the Pan 
ama. canal twenty years ago when 
Bev. J. II. Tlppett. pastor of 
the

young boy and a civil engineer, wen' 
to the Isthmus and the 
northern 


countries of South America as an em 
ployo of the Xeuqubrada company o 
London. This company was Intercstci 
In mining and railroading and al 
1 hough most of the time was spen 
In Venezuela, some work was done In 
the neighboring countries, giving Mr 
Tlppett the knowledge which 
makes the discussion o\-cr the cana 
cnc of special Interest to htm. 


Favors Panama Route 


Rev. Tlppett favors the Panama 


route, not kmly because the work 
if partially done and^ because 
th 


•canal can be constructed and main 
talned more economically, but mor 
especially for the -reason that th 
canal can be built and he deems 1 
•very Improbable that the Nicaragua 
canal ever could 
be. 
The Panam 
route lies directly across the countr 
from sea to sea with practically n 
natural differences to overcome. Th 
engineering required Is Inconsider- 
able and It Is merely a question of 
lahor and 
finances. 
If tho govern- 


ment takes hold of It there is no 
question about Its completion. 


This Is not true 
concerning tho 
Nlcaraguan route and Rev. Tlppett 
says-ho does not think It possible that 
a canal can be built through 
this 


country. The route Is circuitous but 
the real obstacle, which he 
fears 


would prove Insurmountable. Is the 
abundance of quicksand In the coun- 
try. 
It Is everywhere and makes 
Nicaragua one of the most treachcr- 
cus of countries, deceiving and (Van- 
Kerous and sailors who have been on 
Nicaragua lake for many years fcnow 
but little more about It than at the 
beginning of their experience. 


Had Personal Experience 


Rev. Tlppett knows whereof 
he 


Bpeaks for his opinions, are founded 
on personal experience. 
He assist- 
- ed In moving some machinery from 


Oraytown. twenty miles Into the In- 
terior of the Nicaragua and tho ac- 
complishment of the tnsk took the 
company three months. 
The quicksand makes all engineer- 
ing and surveying almost Impossible 
and exceedingly dangerous. 
Ruv. 
Tlppett himself had the rather un- 
pleasant experience of losing 
his 


horse, directly from under him. The 
surveying party was traveling along 
on solid ground, as they supposed, 
v/ben suddenly Mr. Tlppett's horse 
•was caught in the treacherous quick- 
sand and/began to sink. 
Mr. Tlp- 
pett jumped and fortunately landed 
on solid earth. The men In the party 
did their best to pry the horse out 
of the treacherous sand but 
they, 


•were powerless. 
The country Is es- 


pecially dangerous during the wet 
season of the year and it Is difficult 
to' see how a canal can be construct 
cd through a country which docs not 
iwsscss solid earth for the founda- 
tion. 
No Quicksand at Panama 


Quicksand, on the contrary does 


r.ot txlst In the Panama country and 
the only objection which Rev. Tip- 
pelt sees to maintaining the cannl 
there Is the unhealtlness of the ell 
mate. 
The ground Is firm and offers 


a solid foundation but it Is almost 
Impossible for an American or an 
European to live there. An Isthmian 
canal. If constructed, must be'built 
at enormous cost of life. 
While the 


company by which Mr. Tlppett was 
employed, was at work in Venezuela, 
there was not a day when at least 
one man did not die and Mr. Tlppett 
declares that Venezuela Is paradise 
compared to Panama. 


People who have never visited the 


country can have no Idea of It. When 
«t rains It Is as though the water 
•were -poured through a coarse siev« 
and when the rain ceases a liumU 
vapor rises from the eartli and, the 
heat Is almost intolerable. 
Three or four days of rain means 


a great less to life

Great trees are swept down the moun 
tain sides through the ravines and 
the rivers are flooded to raging tor 
Tents.

The winter weather of the last few 


weeks has been the most remarkable 
of any winter since 1851. with the 
exception of 187G. An old settler In 
speaking it this morning stated that 
in 1851 just such a wrnter prevailed 
in Wisconsin up to April first and 
(luring that month there was a lot of 
cold disagreeable weather which made 
up for the fine weather during the 
winter.

tnow nnd no sleighing during the en- 
tire time.
